SPY WARNING WASHINGTON, July 1.—What the FBI did 

in rounding up a group of eight submarine- 
landed Nazi spies and saboteurs should be a warning for everyone 
In the country to be on-the alert for ‘other operations of enemy 
agents, 

Actually the United States is supposed to be the most spy-ridden 
country in the world. Foreign diplomats de- 
scribe it as a “spy heaven.” It is because our 
past isolation from the intrigue and the under- 
cover agent operations that infested European 
capitals never made us spy-conscious. A free 
and open country, where people did pretty 
much as they pleased, we formed the habit of 
treating spy stories as movie thrillers. 

More than any other country in the world, 
the population of the United States lends itself 
to spy activities. We pride ourselves on being 
a melting pot. Some of our most loyal and 
best respected people speak with a foreign ac- 
cent. We probably have more naturalized citi- 
zens than any other country in the world. All 
of these things make the spy business easier. 

In addition to these advantages, another 
thing that encourages spying operations here is 
the comparative feeling of security-a foreign 
agent has working jn the United States. If he 

is caught here the .worst that awaits him is a prison sentence for 
the duration, whereas if he is apprehended in Europe he pays with 
his life. 

The combined result of all of these factors is to make us: the 
happy hunting ground of spies. It is high time we did something 
about it. We are fighting wars against two of the most ruthless 
dictator nations modern civilization has seen. If we lose it, we 
are finished as a first-class power for 50 or 100 years, and our way 
of living, the highest standard in the world, goes out of the window 
for keeps, certainly so far as the present generation is concerned. 


DEATH PENALTY = Spies and saboteurs may have it in their 
power to prove our undoing. Nothing less 
than death is a stern enough measure for dealing with them. We 


Should cast aside whatever chicken-heartedness some of our officials 


may have on the subject and treat the band of Nazis captured the 
other day by the FBI as the murderers they are.* Shooting is too 
good for them. Had they not been apprehended so expeditiously 
they not only would have done untold damage to our war effort 
by the blowing up of industries, but in the process they would have 
killed hundreds of our workers. 

Exaction of the death penalty is prescribed by the law. If we 
make a hasty example of the present group of offenders we may 
Save ourselves many tragic moments in the future. It would put 
the fear of God in the hearts of other enemy agents who even now 
may be planning similar destruction of our industries. 

Why there should be any quibbling about it at the Department 
There can be no doubt what the 
fate of some of our own agents would be if caught under similar 
circumstances in Germany or Japan. 

Too much commendation cannot be heaped on Chief J. Edgar 
Hoover and his FBI associates for the splendid. manner in which 
the Nazi spies were rounded up. -We have Mr. Hoover’s word for 
it that the entire lot landed on our shores by two German sub- 
marines have been caught, along with the large quantities of lethal 
equipment they brought with them for sabotage work. 

The feat is in keeping with everything else the FBI has done 
since Mr. Hoover was given a free hand in its organization. He 
is certain to go down in history as the greatest Sherlock Holmes of 
them all.

‘riticizing a Hired Man 
Doesnt Mean Loss of Faith 
In All Employment 


By ROBERT QUILLEN. 


So far as I can learn from correspondence and conversation, 
there is no truth in the story that people are losing faith in congress 
as an institution. If some “subversive” element is trying to destroy 
the people’s faith, as some congressmen charge, it is making no 
headway. 

(When people speak of congressmen, they usually mean rep- 
resentatives. Custom triumphs over schooling, and they forget that 
congress includes the senate.) 

Congress is not on trial as an institution, People do not ques- 
tion its worth, any more than they question the worth of their 
system of government. 

The truth seems to be that some congressmen are using the 
ancient and cunning argument: “You can't disagree with me with- 
out condemning this sacred institution of which I am a part.” 
It is good argument, but bad reasoning. 

There is no “smear campaign,” so far as the people are aware, 
but only a spontaneous and very natural wave of public e: ism. 
It does not concern the merits or faults of a parliamentary body, 
but the behavior of men in congress. 

Such a wave of criticism was inevitable after Pearl Harbor. 
The people were alarmed and humiliated, and they wanted a goat. 
Congress had failed them. Despite a thousand wafhings and the 
President's pleadings and clear evidence of danger, it had refused 
to give the nation protection. And thus it had unwittingly doomed 
many of our boys to die or suffer the shame of unconditional 
surrender. 

Trying to stop their criticism by wrathful speech and insinua- 
tions of disloyalty was like throwing gasoline ona fire. Claiming 
immunity to criticism in the name of patriotism was tactless. to sav 
the least. The people are not to be silenced by anybody, much less 
by public servants who have failed them. : 

The only effective answer! to criticism is to keep still and do a 
good job. Let congressmen forget politics and personal profit and 
devote themselves in singleness of purpose to the winning of this 
war, and they need have no fear of a ‘smear campaign” to injure 
congress.

WASHINGTON, July 1.—(4)— 
The eight men accused of landing

sought. 

Government officials have been 


reluctant to discuss the case be- 


cause of numerous legal technical- 
ities and its importance. However, 
some information has come from 
joint meetings of War and Justice 
Department officials which began 
Monday and ran through today. 
This much was indiccted: 
President Roosevelt will appoint 
a seven-member military commis- 


sion. This is very much lke a' 


court-martial, but is used to try 
civilians rather than military pris- 
oners. 

Attorney General Biddle will 
personally present the govern- 
ment’s case at a closed trial to be 
held in Washington. 

The defendants will be repre- 
sented by a lawyer of extensive 


experience and well known in the 
capital, 


A military commission trial has 


assassination of President Lincoln. 


Officials were unable to recall 
any other case in which alleged 
enemy saboteurs had been landed 
from warcraft, Nor was anyone 
able to recall a military execution 
since the Civil War.

WASHINGTON, July 1—()— 
Production of ships for America’s 
merchant marine exceeds its lcsses, 
Rear Admiral Howard W. Vickery, 
vice chairman of the Maritime 


Commision, said today. 

“The American merchant marine 
is becoming larger,” he told a 
press conference. “We are deliv- 
ering more ships than are being 
sunk.” 

He added, however, that produc- 
tion for all the United Nations 
does not equal sinkings. Declining 
t~ discuss figures, Vickery said he 
did not know Great 3ritain’s out- 
put,,and some of his information 
Was secret. 

66 Vessels Delivered. 

For the second month United 
‘States shipyards established a 
'world record for the production of 
steel cargo vessels, delivering 66 
with a total dead weight of 731,- 
900 tons. This represented an in- 
crease of 450 per cent since Pear] 
Harbor and compared, with 58 
ships of 632,304 dead weight tons 
delivered in May. The best pre- 
vious month was 618,886 .dead 
weight tons in September, 1919— 
10 months after the end of the 
‘first World War. 
| The far.ous World War yard at 
Hog Island, Pa., in that month, de- 
livered eight freighters, 

Three yards did better this June. 
They were Bethlehem-Fairfield, 
Baltimore, 11; California Ship- 
building, Wilmington, 15 ships, and 
Oregon Shipbuilding, Portland, 9. 

Sees Goal in Sight. 

In the first six months of this 
year 228 ships of 2,544,000 dead 
weight tons were delivered, and 
Vickery expressed confidence that 
President Roosevelt’s 1942 goal of 
8,000,000 dead weight tons would 
be reached if “there is a steady 
flow of steel,” _ 

“And I think I’m going to get 
the steel,” he said. The construc- 
tion projram requires about 400,- 
000 tons of plates a month, ex- 
Clusive of structural steel. 

Liberty ships delivered in June 
averaged 119 days from keel lay- 
ing to delivery, compared with 156 
days in. May, and Vickery pre- 
dicted the September goal of 105 
days would be reached thi month.
